New York. 8. 19.—Six lives were lost in a fire 


which burned a ramshackle tenement at number 
35 Essex street, this morning. After the fire was 
subdued the firemen searched the building from 
cellar to roof, finding in all, six bodies. The dead 
are:—Mrs. Anna Boiochin. 36; unidentified wo- 
man, burned beyond recognition: Sallie Leibwitz, 
8: Louis Leibwitz. 6: Jules Leibwitz. 5: Morris 
Leibwitz. 3. 


The fire spread so rapidly that many occupants 


had a hard struggle for their lives.

'he Cincinnati Railway Company 
Proposes to Keep Its Franchise 


If That Coarse is 


Possible. 


Cincianati, Aug. 39. — The Rogers 


law, wiltch granted the Ciiasinaati 
Street RjMlway company an extension 
of its franchises 
for 50 years (ex- 


piring in 194G),was declared unconsti- 
tutional by superior court. 
If the su- 


preme conrt sustains the superior 
court, franchises granted 
elsewhere 


under the same law will be gone. The 
court held that tlie Roger.* law arbi- 
trarily classifies street railways amd 
municipalities, and that it is not nni- 
form. The law gave a 50-yea.r exten- 
sion of franchises only for such street 
railways as complied with Its condi- 
tions on the day it went into opera- 
Lion. 


Judge Detnpsey. who handed down 


the decision, stated that there would 
be uo entry made until all the juds<-s 
returned from their vacation, and that 
the decision *as announced now so 
as to give an opportunity for action 
at the extra session of the iKgisIalure 
next week. The decision imls tli<> re- 
sponsibility on the general assomWy. 
When the entry is made the defend- 
ants say they will tal;« proper steps 
tor a flnal de-termination in the su- 
preme court. 
Meantime 
the street 


railway company will file another au- 
Bvrer setting out defenses which have 
not been passed on. This means that 
the fiKtu will be renewed firs; in the 
Bami* court. 


ThP suit was brought by ex-Solic- 


itor Theodore Horst.man 1'or taxpay- 
ers, attacking the right of the Cincin- 
nati board of admhns:ration to extend 
the franchise while tin" 
1 lines wer« 


being consolidated under what was 
commonly known as the Rogers 50- 
year extension iaw. 
As the charters 


of many of ihe different lines have 
since expired, the effect is sweeping 
in this city. About two years ago the 
Consolidated system her • was leased 
by the Cincinnati Traction company 
and became a part of Uie EH:ins-\Veid- 
ner syndicate. It is stated that this 
lease is a covenant of warranty and 
that the burden ol defense rests on 
the 
old 
Cincinnati Street Railway 


company, of -which John Kilgour was 
president. Under the present arrange- 
ment the city received S per cent ot 
the gross earnings and $4 per lineal 
foot per car. Last year the revenue 
from this source was 3216.342, $190- 
298 being the percentage from gross 
receipts. 
While there was gossip 


about interurban lines now being able 
to enter the city and possibly lower 
fares, there was no stampede on the 
local Stock Exchange.

This was carefully covered 
np with the brick or asphalt, and, as 
it ie not usual for street paving to be 
ruthlessly torn up and destroyed, the 
contractors rested easy in th6 belief 
that they would not be found out in 
their scheme to get big pay for little 
service. 
The matter of discovery 


probably does not cut much of a figure 
with the contractors, since they were 
hastily paid their money and b&ve long 
since escaped into other tieids 


It is an admitted proposition that 


the essential part of a paving job is the 
substructure, 
if the foundation is 


right, and the concrete bed is what it 
should b» the surface may be replaced 
when i: wears out or disintegrates. 
But if the foundation is improperly 
constructed, the surface may be never 
so good and the paring will last but a 
short time. 


The people of Lima knew that the 


surface cf the pared streets was far 
from what it. should have been 
but 


they hoped the foundation was right. 
Now, however, when the concrete is 
cut through, and they see just how 
little they get for their money, even 
that fond illusion is dispelled ant! they 
are beginning to realize that they arej 
paying for a jab which will be positive 
!y worthless by the time the last of 
the assessment* is paid. 


The way the people's rights have 


been overlooked and trampled down 
in the matter of street paving and 
other public improvements in the city, 
Is shameful. 
The needs sad wishes 


of the contractors have been first con- 
sidered, and the people have been 
merely used as a means to permit the 
contractors to make plenty of money 
off their fat contract* with the city.
